During  mid-March  it  was  quite  a  common  sight  at  Warwick  Academy  to  see  a 
dinosaur  sitting  in  the  middle  of  the  assembly  hall  or  to  hear  a  merry  refrain  coming  from 
the  lips  of  a  mammoth.  Any  poor,  unsuspecting  soul  who  witnessed  the  above  and  thought 
that  he  was  either  in  dire  need  of  glasses  or  psychiatric  help  should  be  relieved  because 
both  were  parts  of  the  school  play  held  on  March  28th,  29th  and  30th.  The  play  “The  Skin  of 
Our  Teeth”  was  written  by  Thornton  Wilder  The  comedy  deals  with  the  Antrobus  family 
and  their  maid,  Sabina  who  face  and  survive  such  problems  as  the  Flood  and  the  end  of 
the  Ice  Age  by  the  skin  of  their  teeth.

Shane  Marshall,  as  George  Antrobus,  was  also  very  good  and  delighted,  and  I  am 
sure  shocked  quite  a  few  people  with  his  acting  capabilities. 

Lisa  Marshall,  as  Mrs.  Antrobus  was  perfect  in  her  role  as  a  domineering  wife 
and  mother. 

The  play  was  directed  by  miss  Jann  Falcon,  Speach  &  Drama  teacher  at  War¬ 
wick.  It  was  her  first  attempt  at  a  play  production  of  this  scale  and  I  must  say,  it  was  a 
very  good  effort. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  those  who  worked  behind  the  scenes.  Spencer 
Critchley  and  Richard  DeMoura  did  splendid  jobs  at  lighting  and  in  constructing  the  sets. 
They  also  lent  a  hand  to  Dorset  Trapnell  in  stage  management.  Judy  Murray  and  Jayne 
Hilton  in  costumes  &  props  also  deserve  recognition. 

All  the  students  taking  part  in  the  play  should  be  proud,  not  only  because  the  play 
was  a  success,  but  also  because  this  was  the  first  time  in  almost  four  years  that  a  play 
performed  at  Warwick  has  had  a  cast  composed  completely  of  students.

The  dinner  itself  was  held  on  Friday,  March  the  22nd.  It  was  a  buffet  style  dinner 
and  dinners  were  helped  in  every  way  by  the  fifth  and  fourth  form  girls  whose  aid  Judy 
and  Karen  had  enlisted.  These  girls  prepared,  cooked  and  served  the  meal  themselves 
using  up  much  of  their  precious  spare  time  in  the  process,  but  it  was  all  for  a  good  cause.
